USE OF FARM MACHINES 


(Experimental Farm News) 


Shortage of farm labour and re- 
stricted replacement of overwork- 
ed farm machines now present a 
cl allenge to farmers in every part 
of the country. > 

Most farm equipment is used 
less than 60 per cent of the pos- 
sible use consistent with good 
seasonal practice, says G. N. De- 
nike, dominion experimental sta- 
tion, Swift Current, Sask. Short- 
age of convenient land, crop or la- 
bour are the reasons given for this 
low percentage use per season. 
New replacements for worn out 
or out of date machinery are strict- 
ly rationed and there is far from 
enough to meet the need. Skilled 
farm labour is at a low ebb while 
pessure is brought to bear on| 
farmers to diversify their produc- 
tion, involving even less time for 
“preparing land, seeding, cultivat- 
ing and harvesting all kinds of 
field crops. , 

Joint effort, exchanged work, 
pooling of equipment, or custom 
work with farm machihes have all 
been tried. The custom use of 
farm machines has proved mos‘ 
satisfactory as a means of over- 
coming shortage of skilled -he!p 
and new equipment.

Transportation In Canada 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF FACILITIES for transportation is a vital | 
part of nation building. This ‘is particularly true in the case of a country 
such as Canada, where distances are great and: large sections of the country | 
are far removed from the sea coast. Our history shows that the opening | 
up of roads, railways, water routes and air lines has been closely associated 
with cur economic and social progress. The first settlements in Canada 
were along the banks of lakes and rivers, where boats could be used for | 
travel between these communities and the outside world. Later roads were 
built, leading to the opening up of much new territory. In time, railroads | 
were constructed linking the Dominion from coast to coast, and the story 
of the building of these great transcontinental railway systems is among | 
the most dramatic in Canadian history. Their construction is closely con- | 
nected with the settling of the Western provirices, and in’ recent years we 
have seen the airplane play a similar part in bringing the far north into 
contact with the rest of Canada.

indicated by her inclusion as one of the “Big Seven” at the recent air con- | 
ference in Chicago.
